Prisoner’s Attempt to Shift the 


Blame to Woman Supposed / 


Hears the Announcement

Dr. Orville 8S. Burnett has been found 
guilty of the death of Mrs. Charlotte 5. 
Nichol, who committed suicide, and his pun- 
ishment was fixed at fifteen years in the 
penitentiary. The defendant's attempt to- 


supposed to have influenced the jury sangety 
in its decision. 

“This verdict,.in an unusual case, was re- 
turned by a jury in Judge Baker’s court 
yesterday morning, set a precedent in crim- / 
‘inal prosecutions, and was a surprise to 
those who had been watching the trial. 
There was no case cited fn the legal authori- 
ties of the country to guide the State’s At- 
torney. The charge against the defendant 
was based on the theory that he and Mrs. 
Nichol had agreed to die together, and that, 
as a party to the suicide agreement, he was 
responsible for her death as an accessory 
before the fact. 


Wife Hears the Verdict. . 


When the jury took its place in the box | 


courtroom. Judge Baker was one of the 
first to arrive, and the wife of the defendant, 
who hae stood bravely by him since his trou- 
bies..begaty, ‘was the last. She took a seat 


‘rear of the courtroom. She neither spoke to 
her husband, nor dfd he notice her entrance. 

The prisoner was dressed as he was during 
the trial. He had a fresh appearance, as if 
he was not disturbed by anxiety as to his 
fate. He calmly faced the Judge’s bench, 
showing no signs of nervousness, but let his 
chin rest in his hand as he awaited the ver- 
dict. 

Judge Baker waited a short time for the 
defendant's counsel, P. H. O'Donnell and 
James T. Brady, but neither of them came. 
Assistant State's Attorney Carey, who con- 
ducted the prosecution with J. R. Newcomer, 
‘was present for the State. 


ue Verdict of Jury Read. 

“Phe Judge asked the jury if a verdict had ’ 
been reached and Foreman William F. Hin- 
zie handed a paper to Clerk W. R. Gager. 
The latter read the finding: 

* We, the jury, find the defendant, Orville 8. 
Burnett, guilty of murder. in manner and 
form as charged in the indictment, and we fix 
his punishment at imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for a term of fifteen years."’ 

No one in the courtroom spoke for a few 
seconds. The prisoner had not changed his. 
position or given any evidence that he had 
heard himself branded as a murderer. His 
wife sat just as calmly a few feet in the rear 
and gave no evidence of feeling. .Judge 
Baker announced that no order would be en- 
tered in the absence of Attorneys O'Donnell 
and Brady, and then discharged the jury | 
from further service. 


Prisoner Talks to His Wife. 


Then*the prisoner, who was about to =e 
remanded to his cell, gave the first sign that 
he was thinking of his faithful wife. He ad- 
vanced te Judge Baker's bench and request- 
ed that he be allowed to talk with Mrs. Bur- 
nett for a few minutes. The court granted 
this and the convicted man and his unhappy 
wife met inside the inclosure. They grasped 
hands for a moment and walked to the jury 
box. The husband sat down, and Mrs. Bur- 
nett stood before him as if to shield him from | 
the gaze of spectators wate: she conversed 
with him. 

Their parting apparently was without 
emotion. The defendant was taken fn cus- 
tody, and until every other person except her 
two companions had left the room, Mrs, Bur- 
nett sat 4n the rear. of the courtroom. Once 


hid her face in her hands, but she was not 
weeping when she arose to go out. 
Attorney Brady arrived when these pro- 
ceedings were at an end and met the con- 
victed man’s wife in the corridor. The two 
walked out of the building together. 


Slow to Decide on Penalty. 


The jury reached an agreement about 2:50 
e’clock yesterday morning. and the weary 
members were escorted to the Revere House, 
where they spent the rest of the night. 

Juror Elmer D. Preston of 20 Walnut street 
was said to have held out for a long time 
against his eleven companions, The men 
were at first divided on the question of the 
defendant's responsibility for Mrs. Nichol’s 
death, and when they finally had settited 
point there was danger of a disagreement, 
it is said, because some of the twelve insisted 
en a term of imprisonment that wae consid- 
ered too long by the others. Juror Preston 
fayored a light penalty, but he was prevailed 
on to sign the fifteen-year agreement. 

Attorney Brady, associate counsel for the 
prisoner, declared that the finding of the 
jury Was not based on good evidence or good 
sense. He is hopeful that a new trial will be 
awarded his client. A motion to that end 
will be heard by Judge Baker this sie eae

EDUCATOR PASSES away sUD- 
DENLY AT PASS 


Head of the Former Chicago Inetitute 
Feunded ty Mra. Emmons Biaine 
Succurths While on Trip in Search 
of Heaslth—President Harper ‘ofthe 
University of Chieage Pays ‘a Trib-. 


ute to Ht Ability—sketch ‘of His 
Life. in Chicago. 


Co’mnel’Francis W. Parker died suddenly 
yesverday afternoon at Pass Christian, Miss., 
where he had gone three weeks ago in quest 
o% health. The first ti@ings ‘reached the 
Oniversity of Chteago in the morning in the 
form of a telegram saying Colonel Parker 
was seriously ill. Professdr Jackman, dean 
of the School of Eé@ucation, ‘with Bayard 
Holmes, left at once@or Pass Christian. In | 
a few hours came of Colonel 
Parker's death. The temains will be brough* | 
to Chicago on Wednesday morning. Funeral! 
arrangements will not be completed tnti! 


Colonel Parker's son-in-law. 

Speaking of Colonel Parker, 
said: 

‘He was one of the abiést educators in. 
the country and one of the Strongest and | 
most brilliant teachers. He was a men of 
remarkable vigor and striking character- 
istics, and contributed largely to the up- 


‘ President 


School Methods Original. 

The ~work of Colonel Parker in the educa- 
tional world has been ‘known for its sim- 
plicity of method and its originality. His 
methods were entirely at variance with the 
old rules of pedagogy, and the schools where 
his ideas are followed have been models for 
study all over the country. In his theory of 
teaching the young he almost entirely dis- | 
carded text books. 

Mr. Parker came to Chicago in 1885, wihten 
he was made principal of the Chicago Normal 
School. He-resigned in 1899 to take charge of 
the Chicage Tnetitute, which was founded 
by Mrs. Bmmons Biaine, and which a year 
ago became affiliated with the University of 
Chicago. 

Native of New Hampshire. 

Colonel Parker was bern in Piscataquog, 
N. H., on Oct. 9, 18397. At3 years of age he 
entered the village school at Squog, and en- 
tered the academy in Squog when 7 years 
id. His father, Robert Parker, a cabinet- 
maker, died when his son was but 6 years 
old. Two years after his father’s death the 
boy was taken out of school and bound out 
to Willlam Moore of Goffstown, and spent 
five years working on the farm, his school- | 
ing being limited to about two months dur- | 
ing the winter. He entered the academy at 
Mount Vernon, N. H., when he was 13 years 
old, and varnished boxes, sawed wood, and 
did chores to pay his board. He worked on 
a farm during the summefs to earn money | 
for his sehool work. 


First Work as Teacher. 


Mr. Parker's firet efforts at teaching school | 


came when he was 17 years old. Through 
the winter of 1854-55 he taught a school of 
seventy-five pupils at Corser Hill, Bosca- 
wan, N. H., and earned $15 a month. Many 
of his students were older than he and some 


had received more edu The year fol- 
lowing he taught néar old home at 
Auburn, N. H., where his Hty stipehd 


was $18, tncluding board. 

When Mr. Parker reached the age of 21 
years he taught school in Hinsdale, N. H., 
and later took charge of the grammar 
schoels in his native town, Piscataquog. In 
1858 he came West, and took the principal- 
ship of the only school in Carrolltown, Green 
County, Til. In one of the rooms of the 
school were 125 pupils, ranging in age from 
12 to 25 years. Although two of his prede- 
cessors had been driven away by violence, 
Mr. Parker retained his place without a blow, 
being struck in the school. 


Distinguished War Service. 

In the civil war Mr. Parker got the title of 
Brevet Colonel. He enlisted with the Fourth 
New Hampshire Volunteers and was made 
Lieutenant before the regiment reached the 
field. He received his rank through bravery 
at Deep Bottom, Aug. 16, 1864. He was 
wounded in the battle and went home. While 
on his furlough he married Miss Phene E. 
Hall. He joined his regiment shortly after | 
his marriage, and while in Sherman's com- 
mand was taken prisoner and copfined in a 
confederate prison at Greensburg, N. C., 
where he was held until the end of hostilities. 

After returning from the war Colonel 
Parker took up his work of teaching. In 
1868 he was principal of,the district schools 
in Dayton, O., and applied new methods to 
the teathing. The Board of Education was 
| pleased with the results of his original labor 
and made him principal of the first normal 
training school and later gave him the posi- 
tion of Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 
In 1871, after the death of his wife, Colone! | 
Parker left Dayton and went to Berlin to 
continue his education. He entered King 
William's University, specializing in psychel- 
ogy, history, philosophy, and pedagogy. 


Introduces Ideas at Quincy. 

At Quitiey, If1., in 1878, Colonel Parker was 
able to carry out on a greater scale his ideas 
He wWas made 
Superintendent of Schools, with full control 
of the system of education. His methods 
were attacked by members of the School 
board and his field was never free from op- 
positton. He took a position tater as supeér- 
visor of the Boston schools, but gave up the 
place to come to Chicago as head of the 
Normal Schoo!. 

Since his first introduction into educa- 
tional mattérs fin this city Colonel Parker 
has made his presence as an educator strong- 
iy felt. One of his first acts as head of the 
Normal School was to secure the raising of 
the standard of admission and the abolish- 
ment of the high echool department. His 
retirement in 1809 was to -aceept the Presi- 
dency of a school which Mrs. Emmons Blaine 
had planned as an institutton where the 
Parker ideas of instruction might be carried 
out.

Police Prepare for Crowds. 

Extra precautions have been taken by the 
committee in charge and the police to meet 
any possible emergency that may arise, be- 
cause of the large crowd that will flock to 
see the arrival and the hundreds of suburban 
passengers hurrying to catch outgoing trains 
at that hour. : 

Policemen will guard every point from the 
rear platform of the train to the line of car- 
riages. Prince Henry will alight from his 
coach into the hollow of a triangle formed 
by lines of policemen, the base being at 
the gate through which he will pass in leav- 
ing the station. In this triangular shaped 
formation the first formal greetings of the

usually get a day and a half to lay 
this floor,’’ said Mr. Bairstow. ‘* This is a 
rush job, and every piece mustebe in place 
by 7 o'clock tomorrow morning. That neces- 
sitated a’dozen extra men, and we shall be 
through on time. The greater part of the 
decoration depends on the floor being’ in 
place, so we must-finish it first of all.’’ 

Up from theregions where Mephisto disap- 
pears in smoke and flame came the elevators 
bearing timbers of all sorts, but all sc ee 
and numbered and each with a duty to 
form. These were the joists and suppofts 
for the ballroom floor. 


False Floor Put in Place. 


Planks were laid from the stage out on to 
the orchestra seats and the workmen fell 
into line under the direction of a couple of 
superintendents, who directed the placing 
of the timbers. The ends of the joists were 
dovetailed and bolted together and the 
standards were fastened to them with bolts. 
Between the heavy joists were placed a 
myriad of smaller pieces, making a com- 
plete network of frame covering the entire 
floor of the stage. 

The ballroom floor is just four feet higher 
than the nary stage, and extends back 
to the middle of the parquet circle. 

It was after midnight when the last of the 
framework was laid and the sections of 
flooring were hoisted up from the regions 
beneath the stage and matched into place. 


Prepare for Many Lights. 


While the stage hands were laying the 
floor the electricians, in charge of Henry 
Goehst and F. W. Conroyd, were at work 
overhead. The dynamos of the theater do 
not generate enough current for the bril- 
liant display of light which is required for 
the ball, so a big cable was laid from Con- 
gress street and Wabash avenue through 
the basement of the theater and up through 
the floor into the parquet. There it was 
divided into three parts, running down the 
aisles to feed the three divisions of lights. 
A station was made in the forward end of 
each wing of the balcony and one under the 
stage. So when Prince Henry stands in the 
royal box he will be over enough electric 
current to run a good-sized street car line. 

A bolt was fastened into the rear wall of 
the stage, and to this was: -tached one end 
of a steel cable, designed to be the back- 
bone of the canopy of electric lights over 
the entire floor. The cable was insulated 
for nearly its entire length, and the other 


end was hauled taut on the center pillar of 


the balcony. Its weight was taken up by 
cords from the ceiling at convenient in- 
tervals. 
The festoons of lamps, each containin 
forty-six lights, had been made up in ad- 


vance, and while the floor was befng laid’ 


these were being connected up in the bai- 
cony. and slipped into their places over the 
steel cable. There are thirteen of these fes- 
toons over the main floor and eleven over the 
stage, the latter being arranged in fan 
shape around the end, In the festoons 
every alternate Nght is amber and the rest 
white, except in every third string; where 
Chinese lanterns cover the lights. There 
will be,1.350 lamps inall. Around the edge 
of the balcony were suspended festoons of 
lights. hanging from iron hooks fastened on 
the rail. 
Puzzled by Houses.” 

On the back end of the stage were some 
queer looking boxes which no one seemed to 
know anything about. 

“ Captain, what are those dog houses for?” 
asked a puzzled stage hand, stepping up to 
Mr. Bairstow. 

‘Dog houses,” almost snorted Mr. Bair- 
stow. ** Those are the prows for the battle- 
ships around the hall. There are eight of 
them, and each has a papier maché model 
over 

Just then Mr. Richardson of a Milwatkee 
company which made the prows, came in 
to report that he had been unable to get the 
things in a wagon under the elevated loop, 
and would not be able to deliver them until 
morning by.a circuitous route. They were 
too big to load on to cars and were brought 
from Milwaukee on a steamer. 


Confusion at Midnight. 


At midnight the Auditorium was a scene of 
confusion. . The parquet seats were covered 
with cloths to shield them from the dust and 


heavy timbers were laid over them in every 


direction. Around the gallery there was a 
tangle of electric wires and cables, and 
everywhere a swarm of men. The regular 
decorators had not started in and could do 


but little before the floor had been put in. 


place. 

The site of the royal box was shown by a 
few timbers. nailed together, looking like 
the start for a small barn in the suburbs. 
It was difficult to betieve that the scene of 
disorder and hustling workingmen would be 
transformed in a few hours more into an 
earthly fairyland. 

The blaze of color will be added this morn- 
ing. Every visible part, even to the boxes 
themsetves, will be covered with bright 
cloth, artistically festooned, while the light 
of the electrics will be shown in every con- 
ceivable spot. The entire place will 
only one suggestion of the theater—the box 
on the sides. * 


As to the Ball Itself. 


While practically all of the details of the 
ball have been arranged and finally agresd 
upon, there is-one question which those‘in 
charge have been unable to answer. This is 
what the Prince will doimmediately after he 
has Been formally presented to Mrs. Har- 
rison, the woman selected to receive him on 
behalf of the city. It is presumed that he 
will request the favor of the dance with Mrs. 
Harrison, but this is still a matter of specu- 
lation. 

The entrance of the Prince into the ball- 
room will be heralded first by the blast of 
trumpets and later by the playing of the 
German national air. Eyery effort will be 
put forth to make it an impressive spec- 
tacle. ‘ He is expected to reach the ballroom 
about 10:30 o'clock. 

This will allow: him a brief rest in ‘his 


apartments after his return from the First 
Regiment Armory. His suite and escort will 
precede him to the main parlor of the hotel, 
There they will be joined by the ball com- 
mittee. After they have been formed into 
line the Prince will appear and take his place 
at the head. 


Bugle Call to Start Things. 


During this time the Reception committee 
and patronesses of the affair will be formed 
in line in the men’s parlor in the rear of 
the ballroom. At the signal of a bugle eall 
the line, headed by Mayor and Mrs. Har- 
rison and Governor and Mrs. Yates, will 
move on the ballroom floor and proceed to 
the proscenium arch, where it will reform 
in the shape of a crescent, with Mayor and 
Mrs. Harrison and Governor and Mrs. Yates 
in the center. 

Then everything will be in readiness for 
the entrance of the Prince. He will appear 
escorted by the ball committee, headed by its 
chairman, Honoré Palmer. When Prince 
Henry steps upon the ballroom floor the or- 
chestra will begin playing the German na- 
tional air and the stringed musicians will 
be reinforced by a military band and a drum 
and bugle corps. 

The Prince and his escort will proceed 
slowly across the floor, and as they near the 
crescent formation Mayor Harrison will re- 
ceive the royal guest. The Mayor will then 
present him to Mrs. Harrison, who in turn 
will introduce him to Mrs. Yates. Intro- 


, and. distinguished guests at,the ball will 
follow. and them the orchestra will swing 
into 4a waltz. It is then that the Prihce is 
expected to request a dance with Mrs. Har- 
rison. 

After the first formalities have been gone 
through with Prince Henry will be escorted 
to the royal box at the west end of the grand 
hall, and from that time he will be given 
,absolute freedom in so far as any fixed pro- 
gram is concerned. He may mingle and 
pay his respects to the occupants of other 
boxes during the evening. ! 


Germania Club’s Glory. 


At the Germania club, where the Prince 
practically will say farewell to Chicago, a 
score of workmen were busy until long after 
midnight transforming the already attrac- 


ty. A semi-circular balustrade, made of 
columng of white, forms an imposing ap- 
proach to the immense allegorica! picture of 
Germania, made of tiling, which is a perma- 
nent decoration of the west wall of the ball- 
room. The balustrade, extending in either 
direction from the big picture to thé north 
and south walls, is canopied with huge 
tufted flags of the fatberland. These reach 
to the ceiling. 

The north and south walls, adjoining the 
Corinthian columns that terminate the bal- 


ing the effect of a vine-covered wall. The 
cherry vines have been hung so carefully 
that the walls are merely suggested. In al- 
ternate panels with the wild cherry are tri- 
colors of Germany. The ceiling .is festooned 
with bunting, and green, and hundreds of 
incandescent lights, shaded with colored pa- 
per cut in the form of orchids, gleam among 
the cherry leaves. The windows of the ball- 
room have been covered with deep yellow 
sateen. 

Tripods rising in front and on either side 
of “ Germania ”’ will hold blazing flambeaus. 


In the Banquet Hall. 


The decorations in the banquet hall are 
equally striking. Over the windows pale blue 
and white sateen has been stretched to dif- 
fuse the lighf. Huge wreaths, from which 
the colors of both nations trail to the floor, 
occupy the space between the windows, 
while the main walls have been covered with 
rare tapestries, loaned to the club for the 
occasion. The walls are completely covered 
with white cloth, which forms the back- 
ground for the tapestries as well as all the 
other decorations. 

At the north end of the banquet hall busts 
of the German Emperor and President 
‘Roosevelt are placed under a triumphal arch 
made of the emblems of the two nations. 
Above the busts and in front of the arch an) 
American eagle spreads its huge golden 
: wings. Over the ceiling a thin, gauzy white 
cloth has been stretched, in the center of 
which the German eagle in transparent 
colors is illuminated by lights placed behind 
it. The canopy of delicate drapery softens 
the colors. 

At the south end of the banquet hall a 
German eagle is encircled by a wreath ten 
feet in diameter. Another balustrade sep- 
arates the two halls, and orange trees occupy 
the spaces between the columns. : 

All the balconies are draped with che 
vines and the national colors, and at either 
entrance rises an obelisk- surmounted with 
the figure of victory. The decorations were 
designed and placed by Heinz Meixner, the 
German-American artist. 


Transformation of the Armory. 


Tt was within twelve hours that the First 
Regiment Armory lost its austere and mili- 
tary appearance and became a mass of flags 
and bunting. From-the top of its narrow 
cupola, around its three great balconies, and 
covering its bare walls emblems of Germany 
and America were spread in profusion. Over 
2,000 yards of bunting and silk were used, 
and over 1,000: flags, shields, and electric 
displays were put in place. . 

Woven in and out among the other decora- 
tions. are hundreds of yards of evergreen. 
Covering the railings of the first balcony and 
| dropping down in festoons are countless 
branches of Southern ivy, making that part 
of the hall a mass of green. The ev 
drops in Roman curves, and every ten feet 
surrounds a shield of white on which is a 
golden “H”’’ underneath a golden crown.

Prince Henry and his escort will occupy 
that portion of the first balcony directly 
above the entrance. : The Prince will pass 
under a canopy from the street to the hall,

Brussels carpet will 
cover the stairs, the railings will be hidden 
with palms, and the ceiling will be draped 
with flags and silk. 
The seat which the Prince will occupy 
This runs from the floor of the balcony to 
the ceiling, and the curtains in front of it 
are looped back with white cords. Over the 
center of its front has been placed a German 
eagle, and on each side of this are two 
American eagles in gold. Dropping from 
the center of the canopy is a chandeNHer, and 
underneath it the Prince’s chair. This 
Same chair was used by President McKinley 
at his first inauguration and is heavily 
gilded. 

There are seats beneath ethe canopy for 
twenty-five and on each side of it seats for 
seventy-five. On the right of the Prince will 
be his retinue and government representa- 
tives, including Cofisul Wever, and on his

Seats for the Singers. 

On the main floor, banked up against the 
|} west side of thehafl, hag been placed a plat- 
form, eighty feet wtde, which is to hold 800 
singers. This Tfises from three feet to efx and 
a half feet in elevation, and is decorated 
with the German colors. Above, on the first 
balcony, are seats for 100 women singers. 
Behind these seats is a mass of red, white, 
and blue bunting that completely hides the 
brick walls. 2 

Two electric displays have been placéd 
above the singers, one on the tdp of the 
first-baleony and the other on the top of the 
second balgony. The lower display consists 
of the d, * Welcome,"’ while the upper 
one repregents a crown. In the two displays 
are 215 .incandescent lights. Every fixed 
light in the hall will be called into usé, and 
twenty additional arcs have been placed 
about the building. 7 

The cupola of the building is hidden by 
~festoons of flags. The emblem of every 

German state has been calledinto use. Run- 
. hing through the center and parallel with the 
festoons are great German and, American 
. banners, alternating with each other. Each 
of the festoons, and there are ten, contains 
fifty flags. The top balcony is hidden by tri- 
colored bunting, and every ten feet a German 
flag has been dropped in to break the monot- 
ony. 

The second balcony also is hidden, the 
scheme here being shields of both nations 
surrounded by gtoups of spears and flags. 
On the first balcony shields again are used, 
but this time they are surrounded by wreaths 
of evergreen instead. 

So complete is the decoration that even 
the iron rods are covered with white bunting 
over which Southern ivy or evergreen has 
been woven.

TALK OVER-TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


Telephone Message Sent Four Hundred 
| Miles by Illinois Central Train Crew 
in Testing New Device. 


A train crew 400 miles from Chicago talked 
over the telegraph wires yesterday to C 
Operator Parsons of the Jilinois Central 
railroad at the Twelfth @treet depot. As a 
result, the railroad telephone invented by 
B. J. Tillman wasdeclared to be a success. 

The train was stopped near Fulton, Ky., 
and the Tillman telephone was connected 
with the regular telegraph wire running to 
Chicago. In spite of the fact that the mes- 
sage had to travel over iron wires which ran 
parallel to more than a score of other wires 
every word was distinctly heard by Mr. Par- 
sons.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 2.—Prince Henry 
of Prussia went up Logkdit Mountain: 
day, and after viewing the ground where 
the union and confederate armies met. in 
conflict And. hearing afresh the story of the 
battles,’ resumed his journey to the North 
and West. 

Leaving Chattanooga, his train ran through 
a corner of Alabama and then turning to the 
north hurried across Tennessee, with a short 
stop at Nashville, through Kentucky, with 
brief stays at Louisville and Bowling Green, 
and up into Indiana to another brief halt at 
Indianapolis. 

At Indianapolis the course was changed 
to the westward again, and his train is to- 
night on’ the reach for St. Louls. His re- 
ception at the South was hospitable: and 
demonstrative. The negroes manifested 
great curiosity as to the Prince, and they 
interested and amused hjm. 


Hears Negro Melodies. 


In Nashville ten thousand or more:men, 


women, and children crowded the Union Sta- 
tion and railroad yards for a sight of the | 


royal visitor. The Prince did not leave his 
car, but from the back platform smiled his 


acknowledgments of the demonstrations in.

Governor Explains Revivals.

“What are revival songs?’ querfed the 
Prince. and the Governor entered into a few 
explanatory remarks concerning the old-time 
négro and his picturesque religious faith and 
customs. 

A large committée of citizens, State, city, 
and county officials, headed by Governor Mc- 
Millin and Mayor James M. Head, was on 
hand to formally welcome the royal visitor. 
As the special pulled in a band struck up, 
but the loud cheers of the crowd almost 
drowned its notes. The Prince appeared, 
touching his cap in recognition, and the-spe- 
cial committee boafded the car. After the 
usual formalities Mayor Head delivered his 
welcoming speech, during which he presented 
a hickory cane cut from “‘ the Hermitage,”’ 
Andrew Jackson's old home. The cane is 
silver mounted. On the top of the handle 
is engraved a front view of *‘ the Hermitage,’’ 
and lower down a fitting inscription. 

A floral design was also presented on be- 
half of the German-American Society of 
Nashville. In addition, the Mayor's address, 
engrossed on parchment, was presented as a 
souvenir. 


Given Souvenir at Chattanooga. 


There was a great crowd at Chattanooga 
and the people presented the Prince with 
a handsome souvenir of his .visit. Nash- 
ville also made a demonstration of friendli- 
ness, as did Louisville and Indianapolis: 

At every station along the route the people 
gathered to salute him with cheers. There 
was much enthusiasm over Rear Admiral 
Evans as well, and at severai points after 
they had seen and cheered the Prince the 
people called for the Rear Admiral. Brief 
though it was, Prince Henry was delighted 
with his Southern tour, and as he was leav- 
ing Nashville said: 

‘The people have been very kind to me. 
Everywhere they have received me in the 
kindliest manner, and I very deeply appreci- 
ate it. I wish they might all know how 
thankful I am.” 


Is Allowed Little Rest. 


Guided by a pilot engine the royal special 
made a rapid run from Cincinnati to Chat- 
tanooga. Tired from his exertions of the 
day, the Prince retired after leaving Cin- 
cinnati, but his slumbers were disturbed by 
the clamorous calls made for him at some 
of the Kentucky towns. At Somerset sev- 
eral young men ran up to his car, and, beat- 
ing on the windows of his apartment, fa- 
miliarly called upon him to appear. He 
did not know that it was the act of hood- 
lums, and said when he arose that he would 
have shown himself if he had been dressed. 

It was 8 o’clock when the special pulled 
into the depot at Chattanooga, and the 
local Reception committee, headed by New- 
ell Sanders and accompanied’ by Pension 
Commissioner H. Clay Evans and General ‘H. 
V. Boynton, came forward to formally greet 
the Prince. There was a great throng in and 
about the depot and it broke into hearty 
cheers when the Prince appeared at the rear 
of the car Columbia. He wore the uniform 
of Admiral and saluted when he fated the 
crowd. 


Goes Up Lookout Mountain. 


He and his party wete taken by special 
electric train to the inclined railway that 
climbs the rugged face of Lookout Moun- 
tain. They made the ascent In two cars, the 
Prince, escorted by General Boynton and 
Commissioner Evans, riding”’on the rear 
platform of the first. The morning was fair- 
ly clear when the car began the ascent, and 
the splendid panoramic view quickly came 
into vision. ‘ 

As the Prince reached the crest of the 
mountain the sun broke through the grayish 
clouds, and for a short time the view was 
excellent. Missionary Ridge. Orchard Knob, 
and Raccoon Mountain were outlined clear 
and bold, and below the Tennessee River 
could be traced in its meanderings for miles. 
General Boynton, who participated in the 
Chattanooga operations with Sherman's 
army and is chairman of the Chickamauga 
National Park association, accompanied the 
Prince down along the ridge of the moun- 
tain and briefly related the story of the cam- 
paign. He pointed off to the Cumberland 
Mountains, beyond whith Rosecrans began 
the movement, traced out the feint to de- 
ceive Bragg, brought it up to the command 
of Grant, and then graphically told the story 
of Chickamauga and thé@ assaults on Mis- 
sionary Ridge and Lookout Mountain. 


Follows Story of Battle. 
Prince Henry followed the recital with the 
keenest interest, and with map before him 
studied out the strategy and progress of the 
fight. He asked numerous questions, and 
under his direction his aid, Lieutenant Com- 
mander von Egidy noted down figures as to

The route through the Cumberland Moun- 
tains offered some stretches of pretty scen- 
ery. The streams were high and rapid and 
filled the gorges below thetrain.

Gift of Whisky in Kentucky.

TERMS OF SUGAR TREATY 


BRUSSELS AGREEMENT REGARD- 
ING BOUNTIES GIVEN OUT. 


All Parties to the Convention Agree to 
Abolition of Bounties, Direct or 
Indirect — Countervailing Duties 
May Be Imposed Not Less than the 
Amount of Bounties Granted—Par- 
ties to Convention Shall Give Each 
Other Lowest Possible Rates. 


BRUSSELS, March 2.—L’ Etoile Belge pub- 
lishes the text of the sugar convention by 
artiéles. 


By article one the contracting parties agree ‘ 


to Suppress the existing direct and indirect 
bounties and undertake not to establish such 
bounties during the period of the convention. 
Sweetmeats, chocolates, biscuits, and con- 
densed milk, and all products containing in 
notable proportion of sugar artificially incor- 
porated, are assimilated to sugar. The first 
paragraph also applies to advantages of 
every kind, resulting directly or indirectly 
from the fiscal legislation of the different 
states. } 


Officers to Inspect Plants. 


Article two deals with the surveillance of 
factories and refineries by revenue officers. 

Article three limits the surtax to a maxi- 
mum of six francs for refined and assimilable 
sugars, and to five and one-half francs for 
other sugars. 

Article four agrees to the imposition of 
countervailing duties not less in amount 
than the bounties granted, and reserves the 
liberty of prohibiting the importation of 
bountied sugars. In this article the con- 
tracting parties also mutually agree to ad- 
mit at the lowest rates sugars imported from 
countries party to the contract, or their colo- 
nies that adhere to the obligations of the 
convention. 

Article five provides that cane and beet 
sugars cannot be subjected to different rates 
of duty. 

Article six gives certain privileges to Spain, 
Italy, Roumania, and as non-ex- 
porting countries. 


Permanent Bureau at Brussels. 


Article seven provides for the establish- 
ment of a permanent international commis- 
sion of surveillance to sit at Brussels, to 
exercise general control, to settle litigious 
questions, and to decide on the admission to 
the convention of non-contracting states. 


Secure Promise of British. _ 

LONDON, March 8.—Cabling from Brus- 
sels, the correspondent of the Times says the 
international sugar conference has obtained 
from Great Britain a promise not to adopt a 
preferential tariff in favor of any of her 
colonies producing cane sugar. In obtaining 
this promise the delegates to the conference 
from other countries than Great Britain 
pointed out that because of the suppression 
of sugar bounties and the.cartels, cane sugar 
was now sufficiently protected, and that it 
shortly might be able to compete with beet 
sugar in the British market. 


ALBANIAN TOWNS IN REVOLT. 


Rebels Against Turkish Rule Besiege 
City of Avlona—Anarchy Prevails 
in Whole Districts. 


VIENNA, March 3.—The Politische Cor- 
respondenz reports alarming conditions in 
Albania, European Turkey. 

A formidable force of rebels is said to be 
besieging the seaport of Aviona, which is en- 
tirely cut off from the outside world. 

According to the Politische Correspondensg 
twenty-six Albanian towns have resolved 
to demonstrate their independence of the 
rule of the Sultan of Turkey by refusing to 
pay any more taxes.

FIFTY KILLED AND 126 WOUNDED 
IN KLERKSDORP FIGHT. 


Farther Casualty List Issued from the 
War Office Shows That the Fighting 
on Feb. 24 Was the Most Costly Loss 
the English Forces Have Sustained 
Since the Battle of Nooitgedacht, in 
December, 1900 — Total Casualties 
Are 632.

LONDON, March 3, 8 a. m.—Late last 
night a further official casualty list was 
| issued with reference to the British 
r convoy disaster near Klerksdorp on Feb. 
25. It is now known that fifty officers ang 
men were killed and 126 wounded. The 
Boers have released 104 prisoners, but 352 are 
still missing. This makes a grand total of 
632 casualties in the disaster. No mention is 
made of the two guns, but it is now beyond 
all doubt that they are in the hands of the 
Boers. Not even at Nooitgedacht, which 
was fought so long ago as December, 1900, 
have British troops sustained 80 severe a 
reverse.’ The total losses on that occasion 

were 602. 

Busy Week for Royalty. 

West England is eagerly looking forward 
to a visit from their Majesties at the end of 
this week. On Friday the King and Queen 
will leave Marlborough House for Dart- 
mouth, and his Majesty will formally lay 
the foundation stone of the new naval col- 
lege there, and the following day they will 
proceed to Devonport to be present at the 
launching of the battleship Queen. The 
christening ceremony will, of course, be “aid 
formed by her Majesty. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales will 
also visit west England this week in order 
to take part in the public ceremonies. On 
Wednesday they will go to Bristol for the 
purpose of turning the first sod for the new 
dock at Avonmouth, which the enterprising 
port of Bristol is about to construct. 


Prince’s Carriages Repainted. 

The Prince of Wales is having his car- 
riages newly painted and renovated for 
the coronation. These include three state 
landaus, which are exceedingly handsome 
specimens of the coach builders’ craft. The 
bodies of the vehicles are richly done in dark 
claret color, whtle the wheels, axletrees, 
and harness poles are in scarlet, picked out 
with gold. Crowns in gilt metal figure every- 
where, and all the panels bear blazons of 
arms, including the red dragon of Wales, 
which is the latest addition to those borne 
by his royal Highness. 


Coronation Novelties Ready. 
Birmingham makers, who are noted for 
cheap goods, admit that they cannot compete 
with continental makers in coronation novel- 
ties. There are foreign made coronation 
medals and buttons on the market now, so 


makers are simply astounded. These me- 
mentoes come mainly from Germany and 
France, but also from Austria, Switzerland, 
Belgium, and Norway. A few manufacturers 
of this country have awakened to the grav- 
ity of the competition, but they are not nu- 
merous. 

« Great Durbar in India. 

From India comes the information that ex- 
tensive preparations are already afoot for 
the great durbar which is to be held at Delhi 
next New Year’s day to formally proclaim 
King Edward as Emperor of India. The 
proclamation ceremonies at an end, there 
will be a military review at which it is ru- 
mored the Prince of Wales will be present. 
Houses in Delhi are already being engaged 
for the week, and high rents are being paid 
by some of the native Princes. 


Steamship Companies Disagree.

SERIOUS RIOT IN ITALIAN TOWN. 


Mob at Cassano Sacks and Burns Town 
mall, Creating Panic in En- 
tire Province.

ROME, March 2.—An extraordinary riot 
has occurred at Cassano, in Calabria. A 
mob which demanded the construction of 
railways sacked and burned the town hall, 
The town councilors fled for their lives.

Government on the Alert.

LONDON, March 3.—The Rome _ corre- 

spondent of the Morning Post sends a long 
dispatch to that paper, reading between the 
lines of which in the light of the situation in 
Italy has considerable interest. 
. The correspondent, hampered by the cen- 
sorship, says it is well worth the govern- 
ment’s while to pay the 75,000 lire daily en- 
tailed by the summoning of the reserves, for 
a week ago a panic seemed likely. The situ- 
ation throughout the country still causes ap- 
prehension, as the knowledge that the gov- 
ernment is preparing to call out the second- 
class army reserves and a class of car- 
biniers causes the belief that trouble is 
brewing. 

The public is convinced that more danger 
exists than appears on the surface, or meas- 
ures so severe would not have been taken 
so hurriedly. The correspondent points out 
that the Milan League of Resistance imme- 
diately removed and hid its papers and 
money for fear that the Minister of the In- 
terior might order the league to be dissolved 
and its premises searched. He adds that this 
may yet be done, because the fact that the 
railway men are now placed on.a military 
footing deprives them of the right to belong 
to any associations or recognizing any disci- 
pline except that of the army. 

The correspondent dilates upon the ex- 
traordinary precautions that have been 
taken to preserve public order, especially the 
dispatch of warships to various ports, which 
move has created a sensation. 

The correspondent, as already suggested, 
is evidently afraid to speak plainly, but goes 
so far as to say: 

“A Genoa correspondent who, like most 
of his colleagues, has had his telegrams 
seized, writes that on Monday last all the 
ships entering the harbor were searched for 
arms and war material. If this is true it 
seems as though the government has reason 
to fear a revolutionary outbreak.”

STATUE BURIED IN FLOWERS 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 2.—The house once occupied 
by Victor Hugo was presented to the City 
of Paris today for a museum, there being a 
picturesque ceremony in the afternoon and 
an elaborate illumination at night. This 
closed the Hugo centenary celebration. 

The exercises, which took place within the 
picturesque setting of the historic Place des 
Vosgos, with its quaint arcade running be- 


on each of its four sides, were happily con- 
ceived, and a vast crowd gathered within 
the square to witness the proceedings. 

A plaster model of Victor Hugo stood on a 
pedestal facing Victor Hugo’s house. It 
represents the poet sitting on a rock, draped 
in antique fashion and with a lyre at his 
feet. 

Music Is Elaborate. 


On the arrival of the procession the regi- 
mental bands played the “ Marseillaise,” 
which was followed by the rendering of 
Victor Hugo’s hymn, ‘‘ Coux Qui Sont Morts 
Pour la Patrie,”” by a choir of 1,200 voices 
and the band of the Republican Guard. The 

"toe President of the municipality of Paris 
presided at the ceremonies, and read a 
eulogy of Victor Hugo by M. Dousset, the 
President of the Municipal Council, who was 
absent on account of the death of his father. 
A speech was also made by tke Prefect of 
the Seine. 

The house was handed over to the City 
of Paris and officially accepted by that body. 
The concert was then resumed, a number of 
pieces based on Victor Hugo’s works being 
heard, including the hymn “ Patrie,” from 
‘‘ Las Chatiments,”’ to a simple but effective 
air composed by Beethoven. 


Tribute from the Children. 


The prettiest item in the exercises then 
took place in the defiling past the statue 
of Victor Hugo of 1,200 school children, two 
by two, the little omes leading and the elder 
pupils coming last. The boys and girls 
marched past in alternating couples, the 
boys carrying palm branches and the girls 
bearing flowers, which they threw at the 
foot of the monument, soon forming a mass 
of bloom and verdure, out of the center of 
which rose the statue of the poet. 

The cortége concluded with girls repre- 
senting the muses of Paris. A young Paris- 
ian working girl, chosen by her comrades 
as the Muse of Labor, deposited a simple 
bunch of flowers on the pedestal of the 
statue, the bands meanwhile playing the 
march of “ The Crowning of the Muse,”’ com- 
posed by Charpentier, the author of the opera 
of ** Louise.”’ 


Illuminations Are Grand. 


With the fall of night there was a sudden 
fanfare of trumpets. This was the signal 
for the illumination of the square. Several 
searchlights were thrown on the old house, 


by a combination of electric lamps, appeared 
a mauve-colored muse on a golden back- 
ground, holding a lyre. At the same time 
scrolls bearing the names of the poet’s prin- 
cipal works were lighted around the square 
and the railing around the @lace des Vosges 
burst into a multicolored illumination, the 
fairy lamps being so arranged along the 
arches and outlines of the architecture as 
to reproduce a part of the Alhambra, thus 
suggesting scenes from Hugo’s “ Ori- 
entales.”’ 

The ceremonies concluded at 7p. m. with 
the singing of a specially composed cantata 
by M. Charpentier and the playing of the 
** Marseillaise.’’ 

The Hotel de Ville, the Place on Vosges, 
and the neighboring thoroughfares are illu- 
minated tonight, and open-air balls are being 
held.

TO SHIELD WOMAN’S NAME. 


William Seeley of Burlington in Jail 
Eight Months for Contempt—Refuses 
to Tell Who Gave Him Liquor. 


Burlington, Vt., March 2.—[Special. ]—Will- 
iam Seeley, a laborer, 42 years-old, is prac- 
tically serving a term of life imprisonment 
in the county jail because he refuses to tell 
the name of a woman who gave him liquor 
on July 4 of last year. He declares he will 
stay in jail for life rather than tell. 

Seeley was arrested on the night of July

His 
failure to answer placed him in contempt. 
I remanded him to jail, telling him that when 
he Bot ready to disclose I would attend to 
his case. This is the second time he has

Andrew Mack, the young Irish comedian, 

formerly connected with Irish plays of a 
melodramatic character, introduced himself 
to the Chicago playgoers at McVicker’s 
Theater last night in a new réle. He played 
the star part in a new play by Theodore Burt 
Sayre, entitled ‘‘Tom Moore,”’ and, judging 
from the applause, made an excellent im- 
pression. Mr. Mack is a clever actor, and 
his conception of the part of the young poet 
Tom Moore is sympathetic and refined. 
Once in awhile he shows a tendency to be- 
come a trifle too melodramatic. His voice 
is not particularly remarkable for its 
musical quality, but he makes good use of it 
and sings with great feeling and lyric soft- 
ness. 
Miss Josephine Lovett as Bessie Dyke, a 
character which she created when “ Tom 
Moore” was first given at New Haven, 
Conn., May 13, 1901, and which she has 
vlayed ever since, has every qualification for 
that sympathetic role. George F. Nash as 
Lovelace played with so much grace and 
refinement that one could almost forgive 
that elegant courtier his black iniquities. 
Frank Mayne played the part of Lord Moira, 
owing to the illness of Mr. Babcock, who had 
been cast for the part. His conception of 
the character was manly and _ dignified. 
Maggie Fielding made an excellent Mrs. 
Malone, and with Bdward J. Heron as 
Buster, Moore’s servant, did some of the 
most exquisite bits of acting in the whole 
play. Myron Calice gave a satisfactory im- 
personation of the Prince of Wales. 

The other parts were also in good hands 
and the ensemble unusually strong and har- 
monious. The piece is well mounted, the 
scenery is picturesque and in keeping with 
historical truth, and the costumes are.cor- 
rect in their main features. 

Mr. Mack’s singing was, of course, one of 
the features of the’ evening. Among his 
songs were Thomas Moore's “ Evelyn’s 
Bower,” ‘‘ Love’s . Young Dream,” and 
‘‘ Believe me, if all those endearing young 
charms,’ and Mr. Mack’s original song, 
‘“‘ The Story of the Rose.” 

In becoming the star of this new play Mr. 
Mack has taken an important step in his 
career and he deserves credit for this mo- 
mentous departure. It is a feather in his 
cap that he was the first Irish actor since 
Dion Boucicault who had an opportunity to 
play at the Herald Square Theater, thus 
entering into the sacred and exclusive pre- 
cincts of Broadway.

The Explorers at the Dearborn. 

“The Explorers,” a musical comedy in 
two acts, by Bert Leston Taylor and Walter 
H. Lewis, came back to the Dearborn 
Theater for two performances yesterday, 
and met with the same enthusiastic recep: 
tion which was given it when it began its 
successful run at the same house during the 
summer season of last year. Since the com- 
edy was last seen here it has undergone 
considerable changes, some in the nature of 
improvements, others merely additions in- 
tended to increase the attractiveness of the 
piece. 

Among the additions are a few musical 
rumbers by Richard Carle, the clever come- 
dian who plays the part of Bonaparte 
Hunter, professor of boneslogy, University 
of Oklahoma. ‘My Madagascar Maid,”’ 
one of those numbers, is melodious and 
pleasing, and was well received by the au- 
dience. The new finale of the first act, ** Out 
on the Sea,”’ is also effective. One of the 
most charming additions to the second act 
is “‘The Meaning of a Kiss,’”’ by Mr. Carle, 
and cleverly sung by him and Miss Paul.

Mr. Hamlin ushered fn the music feast with 
a group of songs containing Chadwick's 
*“iNocturne,” which he gave even better 
yesterday than at a previous concert in this 
series; Thomas* ** Wind in the Trees,”’ which 
so pleased that it had to be repeated then 
and there; two charming Irish songs by 
Léhr, of which “To My First Love” cap- 
tivated the audience by its playful text, its 
neat setting, and the finished interpreta- 
tion accorded it; and a group of four Ries 
Lieder, a Cradle Song, which lulled one 
masculine auditor in the back rows to such 
audible rest that only the climax of the 
Drinking Song that followed roused him to 
consciousness and silence. 

W. C. E. Seeboeck was the pianist of the 
afternoon and made an unmistakable “ hit ” 
with two of his own charming musical snap- 
shots from nature—“ Butterfly’’ and By 
the Frog Pond’’—both of which were 
vociferously redemanded. If, as Zola claims, 
“art is a corner of nature seen through a 
temperament,’ then in truth are these mu- 
sical bits art of undeniable genuineness, for 
Mr. Seeboeck has: gone close to nature and 
the temperament through which he has 
viewed it has been one tuned with rare sym- 
pathy toits beauty, its poetry, and its humor. 

Charles W. Clark gave as the first sec- 
tion in his group of songs a cycle by William 
Schuyler from Stephen Crane’s “ Black- 
riders.’’ It proved somewhat puzzling to the 
audience, the texts being brief and not over 
clear in import, and the music being corre- 
spondingly uncertain and indistinct. Of the 
five, *“‘Good Bye” and “ Darkness” were 
musically the most interesting. A HMst of 
popular selections followed the cycle, and 
the familiarity of these as well as Mr. Clark’s 
excellent voice and admirable skill as singer 
and interrpeter made listening a genuine 
pleasure. 


Jean Gerardy has changed but little 
artistically since he played here a year ago. 
Immature he was not then, and the broaden- 
ing and deepening of his powers have been 
therefore only such as the adding of a year of 
experience would bring—the sudden change 
from precocity of the wonder child to the 
maturity of the adult musician had been 
earlier accomplished. 

He played yesterday with that tone of a 
peculiarly_vibrant brilliancy that has always 
distinguished him, with the abundance of 
passion which even today surprises in one 
so young just as it did when he was heard 
years ago, and with the same _tectinical 
supremacy, the same good taste and mu- 
sicianship, the same finish that gave him 
eminence among the world’s ‘cellists soon 
after he first came forward as an adult per- 
former. He was hampered yesterday by 
having an accompaniment for his numbers 
that merits distinction as the driest, most 
timid, and most inadequate Chicago has en- 
countered in many a day. The man who 
achieved so much with so little was not 
named on the program, so merited honor 
cannot be paid him. 

Miss Celeste Nellis proved a young pianist 
gifted with fingers that are both sure and 
fleet, who plays works of the Moszkowski 
variety with the elegance, brilliancy, and 
smoothness they demand.

ANNUAL STATE TOURNAMENT TO 
BEGIN ON APRIL 7. 


Delegates from Twenty-four Leagues 


Attend Meeting of Illinois Associa- 
tion to Atrange Final Details—Con- 
solation Trophy Ise Provided for 
Four Highest Teams Which Failto 
Qualify for Finals — Individual 
Champion Cannot Compete. 


Delegates from twenty-four bowling 
leagues were present at the mieeting of the 
Illinois Bowling association yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of arranging final 
details for the annual State championship 
tournament. 

The date set for beginning tournament 
is April 7, and it will proba continue until 
May. Practically the same system as pre- 
vailed last year will be used this. The large 
increase in membership, however, will make

The half mile indoor record went to pieces 
in separate places on Saturday night. Bill 
Moloney of the First Regiment team, who 
won his first laurels as a maroon runner, 
went the distance in 2:02, a second lower 
than Howard Hayes’ indoor record mark. 
At the same time, Bill Uffendall of Notre 
Dame ran a half in 2:01% in the dual meet 
against Wisconsin. The two men will meet 
at St. Louis on March 8 to go against the 
present record for the halfmile. , 

‘Our team did better work than I antici- 
pated,’ said Director Stagg. ‘‘I had pre- 
dicted we would win, but not with such a 
margin. The meet was a magnificent one 
and well handled. The events were nearly 
all close, and every Chicago man did all that 
could have been expected. In the quarter 
mile Chicago, would have won from Beloit 
had Moloney entered at the pace he took in 
the relay race.

FIRST DEFEAT FOR THE BOARD. 


Judge Thompson’s Cincinnati Decision 
Breaks Record of Favorable Rulings 
in Bucket Shop Fight. 


The refusal of Judge Thompson of Cin- 
cinnati to grant the Chicago Board of Trade 
an injunction restraining the O’Dell Com- 
mission company of Cincinnati from using 
the board’s quotations is said to be the first 
unfavorable decision ever received by the 
board in its fight against bucket shops. 
The decision was the result of an appeal 
for a temporary injunction while proceed- 
ings for a permanent injunction were in 
progress. Judge Thompson held that the 
O’Dell company probably was a bucket shop, 
as alleged by the Board of Trade, but de- 
clared that there was much in the transac- 
tions on the board that came under the same 
head, and that its representatives did not 
come into court with clean hands, inasmuch 
as these transactions were permitted. 
It is held by Board of Trade men that al- 
though the decision of Judge Thompson of- 
fers a ray of hope to bucket shop proprietors, 
yet the decisions of courts always have been 
against them, and it is believed the perma- 
nent injunction will be granted. ; 
“From the reports of the decision, Judge 


Thompson is altogether misinformed of the 
business of the Board of Trade,” said George 
| F. Stone, secretary of the board. 


*“* He ap- 
parently makes it a point that the gross 
total of business done in the Chicago board 
is greater than the total grain crop. This 
is not a fair comparison, because Chicago 
is the clearing-house for the world’s grain 
business, and is not limited to the marketing 
of the grain crop of any locality or nation. 
“The courts uniformly have upheld the 
board in its fight against bucket shops, and 
this is the first time the board itself has been 
charged with the thing it has sought to 
stamp out. This is only the preliminary

A roof garden where religious meetings, church music, and ice cream suppers will 
take the place of vaudeville and ragtime is a scheme recently evolved by the Rev. Charles 
Reign Scoville, pastor, of the Metropolitan Church of Christ, which holds services in the 
People’s Institute, Leavitt and Van Buren streets. The directors of the church already 
have approved Mr. Scoville’s plans, €&nd arrangements are being made to raise the neces- 


sary money. 


“What we want to do,” said the Rev. Mr. Scoville, “is to establish a place for 
religious services which will offer the same comforts and attractions as is offered by 
saloons and theaters.

Seven Hundred Families Homeless, 


Wheeling, W. Va., March 2.—Wheeling 
Island is two-thirds covered by the water 
tonight, and fully 700 families are occupying 
the upper floors of their homes. South 
Wheeling and Benwood were hit fully as 
hard. This afternoon North Wheeling boys 
built a fire on the river bank, and in the 
débris used as fuel was, among other things, 
a partially filled can of nitroglycerin, which 
exploded with a tremendous report. Three 
of the boys were seriously injured, but will 
recover... 


Well Known Southerner Drowned. 

Montgomery,’ 
Charies A. Allen and his brother, Thomas 
Allen of this city, were drowned in the back 
water of the Alabama River this afternoon 
about 4 o'clock. They were driving along 
a high embankment, with back water about 
fifteen feet deep on each side. A heavy 
breaker from the three-mile wide river 
gashed against the embankment and fright- 
ened their horse, which reared up and fell 
backwards on the buggy. pushing it and its 
occupants into the deep water. Both were 
drowned, 

Captain: Allen was one of the best-known 
men in the State. He was former.y chief 
the Adjutant General's office and 
was State ordnance officer for a number of 
years. At the time of his death he was 
Captain of the Montgomery Blues, one of the 
oldest military organizations in the United 
States. Both bodies were recovered.

STATE ANGERED BY REPORT. 


‘New ‘York, March 2.—{Specia!.}—Senator 
B. R. Tillman of: South Carolina tonight 
ridiculed the idea that President Roosevelt 
would invite danger by going to Charleston. 
He declared there was no truth in the state- 
ments that he had caved on Senator Thomas 
C. Platt at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on Satur- 
day and advised Him to ‘warn the President 
not to go to South Carolina. 

“I am satisfied Mr. Roosevelt would 


treated with the utmost courtesy,” he said. 


“It is true there is an intense state of feel- 
ing against. Mr. Roosevelt in my State, but 
it woutd not be made manifest in the event 
of his going there, except in the case of some 
drunken fool, who might blow off his indig- 
nation and who had no regard for the pro- 
prieties.”’ 


President to Decide Today. 

Washington, D. C., March 2.—[{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has an appointment 
tomorrow with a committee of Charleston 
city and exposition officials, which is coming 
here to urge that he visit the exposition. At 
that time the expectation is that a final deter- . 
mination will, be reached by the President as 
to whether he will goto Charleston or not. 

.Friends of the President are urging upon 
him the wisdom and propriety of staying 
away. Théy say his visit to Charleston never 
had any other purpose except.to advertise 
and boom a one-horse fair. He was willing to 
submit to personal discomfort and to put 
aside the public business for a time merely to 
help the people of Charleston. 

So long as there is anything but complete 
unanimity regarding this visit his friends fee! 
that he should not be called upon. to make a 
sacrifice of his personal comfort and of his 
public duties for an object which is at best 
questionable under the circumstances. 


Hint of Danger Stirs Roosevelt. 


Some one whispered to the President that 
there might be some personal danger to him 
in going to Charleston. This has rather de- 
termined him to go. His friends are basing 
their arguments entirely on the fact that his 
visit would be distasteful at least to the per- 
sonal friends of Senator Tillman, and hence 
the President ought to. abstain from going 
because his presence would necessarily pro- 
veke a factional fight in South Carolina even 
if there were -no incidents which would be 
personally unpleagant. 

Apparently some‘one in New York was bad- 
ly fooled: as to the alleged conference there 
yesterday between Senators Platt-and Tiil- 
man, at which the South Carolina Senator is 
reported to have said the President's visit 
to the old State would be injudicious on ac- 
count of the inflamed conditien.of public sen- 


timent there. Senator Tillman did not leave | 


Washington for New York until 9 o'clock this 
morning. »Aside from that, however, the 
friends of President Roosevelt are becoming 
angry at the different reports from South 
Carolina.

C., March 2.—[Special.]—No 
phase of the Roosevelt-Tillman sword pres- 
entation incident has created as much in- 
dignation and excitement in South Carolina 
as the statement attributed to Senator Till- 
man in New York that it would not-be safe 
for President Roosevelt to visit the Charles- 
ton Exposition.

TILLMAN SPEAKS TO IRISH. 


Senator Delivers Emmet Day Oration 
in New York, Scoring the Govern- 


ment at Washington. 


New -York, March 2.—Under the auspices 
of the Clan-Na-Gael, the one hundred and 
twenty-fourth anniversary of the birth:of 
Robert Emmet was celebrated tonight at the 
Academy of Music. Senator Benjamin R. 
Tillman ef South Carolina delivered the ora- 
tion. 

Resolutions -were adopted. condemning 
England’s colonial policy, deprecating en- 
tangling alliances by the United States with 
European nations, sympathizing with the 
Boers, protesting against the United States 
government allowing England to use the 
United States ports for the fitting out of 
vessels in which to ship horses and mules, 
and pledging the people of Ireland: hearty 
support in their struggle for freedom. - 

Senator Tillman was received with great 
applause.. He said: 

“1 was afraid I'd have to postpone my 
visit, because of an incident you all probably 
recently read about,.that occurred to me in 
Washington, but one of your committee 
came to’ Washington, and, with his Irish 
eloquetice, made me. promise to be on hand 
unless | was fn, jail.

» The Senator then launched into an attack 
upon Engiand for trampling the Irish. 
peopie. * For eight long centuries the Irish 
have been trampled on and mutdered by the 
English,’’ said he, ‘and it may not be amiss 
to state here that bickeriigs anf petty 
squabbles among Ireland’s own sons have 
been_responsible, for her conditions today.’ 
- Buddenty turning from this subject he said: 
“If being a flunkey. and aping nobility and 
establishing a system that is akin to Eng- 
land’s policy is making Toriés of us, then I 
thing we are there at. mst—or-at least the 
government at’ Washington has got there.

LABOR BOWS 70 POLITICS 


FEDERATION WILL ADMIT OFFICE- 
HOLDING DELEGATES. - 


- 


Clause Prohibiting Such Membership 
Stricken Out of New Constitution 
After a Hard Fight—Committee of 
Ten Provided Which Shall Act on 
All Propositions for Indorsing Can- 
didates—Decision Must Be Approved 
by Unions. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor let down 
its bars yesterday. to political delegates and 
holders of political soft snaps. All restric- 
tions upon the admission of delegates be- 
cause of their political affiliations were re- 
moved. 

The section prohibiting the indorsement of 
candidates ‘or political parties was elimi- 
nated, and, as a capstone to the afternoon’s 
work, a clause was approved providing for 
the election of ten, members to be called the 
* Political Action .committee.”’ 

‘The Socialists fought every motion to make 
the federation a free lance in the political 
field, but they were met more than half way 
by the City Hall faction—in reality the lat- 
ter’s outriders deployed and forced the skir- 
mishing. 

Throw Out Political Clauses. 

When the battle clouds had cleared the 
following paragraphs of the old constitution 
had been’cast aside: 

.“*No person holding.a political office— 
either appointive or elective—except when 
employed at the trade he represents, shall 
be eligible as a delegate. “ 

“The federation shall not indorse any 
candidate. for political office.”’ 

‘Thefederation then adopted the following 
clause: 


“ That this body shall elect a committee of 


ten members to be known as a committee 
on political action, to whom shall be referred 
all requests for indorsement of candidates 
for political. office—appointive or eleétive. 
No report'from this committee shall be re- 
ceived unless signed by two-thirds of its 
members.”’ . 
Opinions by Delegates. 

The opinions of the delegates on this clause 
were expressed in these terse sentences: 

Barney Berlyn—It’s a club to be held over 
the heads of candidates as an aid to grafting. 

J. T. Linehan—It’s a proposition to graft 
and not for independent action. Any man 
who acts on that committee without the in- 
dorsement of labor will lay himself open to 
the charge of being a grafter. 

_ Joe Denver--We.can make a good thing out 
of this for ourselves. ‘ 

James H. Payne—That Political Action 
committee looks mighty suspicious to a man 
up @ tree. 

President James H. Bowman—Good men 
ought to be befriended by labor and bad men 
condemned. The Socialists come here and 
fight political action because they are afraid 
the trades unions will get together. 

Wiliam Watkins—Now let them get in 
and: graft all they can. It'll do them good. 


‘City Hall Men Aggressive. 

The City Hall. men got in their work on 
the new constitution early in a session which 
lasted from 1 until 7 o’clock.- Every empioyé 
under the city admihistration who spoke on 
the section prohibiting political officeholders 
from being delegates to the federation advo- 
cated. its. defeat. ; 

After yelling themselves hoarse’ in their 
efforts to convince each other that the open- 
ing of the doors of the federation to politics 
was its only salvation, the delegates adopted 
the new constitution as amended. It will go 
to the ‘tinions on referendum, a two-thirds 
vote being required for its passage. The re- 
sult must be in the hands of the federation 
by April 20.

The window giass situation shows few 
signs of improvement. Affairs are said to 
be about as bad as they could be, though 
| the demand for glass, on account of spring 

building operations, promises to be excellent. 
In southern New Jersey a general strike 
among window glass workers is threatened. 
The wage scale in the East in former years 
has been 10 per cent less than in the West 
owing to the high price of fuel and the fact 
that the glass is sold in smal! sizes and the 
profits are less. Now that the advance of 
10 per cent has been made ct Pittsburg and 
the West, the difference in wages East and 
West is 20 per cent. The New Jersey work- 
men have requested an advance of 15 per 
cent,. which, it is said, the employers will 
refuse to grant. The men say that if their 
demands are not granted immediately the 
fires in all the plants will be put out. This 
will release about 200 blowers and will result 
in keen rivalry between the American and, 
Independent for their services. 

Stocks of hardwood lumber are said to be 
steadily decreasing, but the shortage is not 
general as much as special. Only certain 
kinds are particularly short. 


Crop Damage Talk in Wheat. 


Liquidation by discouraged wheat longs 
carried the May price down to 7%%c early in 
the week, a break of 1%c from the low point 
of January, and the lowest price reached 
since November. The poor cash demand, 
both domestic and export, and the pressure 
of Manitoban stocks were the important 
bearish factors. There was a recovery of 
nearly 2c, mainly on claims of crop damage 
from southern Kansas, Oklahoma, and 
Texas, where the precipitation ever since 
last summer. has been much below normal. 
There were plentiful rains in other sections 
of the winter wheat belt, however, and win- 
ter wheat farmers have been selling more 
freely. While bears have been cautious 
about selling in view of the possibility of 
sensational crop scares, there was not much 
more volume or enthusiasm in the buying. 
The close on May for the week was 7644-%c, 
just Ic lower than the previous Saturday. 
The chance of a higher range of prices seems 
to depend on crop scares or a marked im- 
provement in the foreign demand, prospects 
for which are not at the moment especially 
bright. Of the foreign situation the London 
Statist says: 

“‘ There is a firm tone in the wheat market, 
but there is not much disposition to specu- 
late in the face of the large quantity afloat 
for Europe, which now exceeds 5,000,000 qrs, 
against 4,000,000 qrs at this time last year. 
The crop reports from India are unfayorable, 
and it now seems likely that little wheat 
will be forthcoming from that country next 
season. During the last season (which in 
India begins on April 1) the exports have 
amounted to about 1,400,000 qrs, while in the 
previous season there were no shipments, 


country which in some previous years has 
exported up to 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 qrs, the 
exports of recent years have been unimpor- 
tant. Australasia, on the other hand, ex- 
ceeded all previous efforts in this direction, 
the shipments last year reaching about 
2,500,000 grs; the present year’s crop, how- 
ever, is estimated at about 5,000,000 bu less 
than last year, so that the exportable surplus. 
is reduced to that extent. The latest cabled 
news concerning the Argentine wheat crop 
confirms the worst of the previous estimates, 


Santa Fé crop will hardly suffice for the 
home requirements of that province. The 
Province of Buenos Ayres, however, has a 
bumper crop, and the republic as a whole 
will probably export about 2,000,000 qrs, 
which is about one-half of last year’s actual 
figures. From Russia and Roumania the 
exports may now be expected to be decreas- 
ing, so that for some months to come every- 
thing is practically in the hands of America 
and Canada, where it is quite evident there is 
no lack of wheat, the visible supply being 
87,100,000 bu, against 84,700,000 bu last year.”

NEW YORK, March 1.—[Special.]—So far 
as the usually active stocks are concerned, 
the week on the Stock Exchange has 
been an uneventful one. Those stocks have 
been neglected to a greater extent than in 
many months. The market has been saved 
from dullness, however, by the extraordi- 
nary revival of activity in special stocks. 

The movement in some of the specialties 
has been due to changes of ownership, but 
the majority of them seem to owe their 
activity to the energetic and effective work 
of their friends. In some cases the improve- 
ment has resulted from a somewhat tardy 
appreciation of intrinsic values, but the 
speculation has savored strongly of manipu- 
lation. 


Neither the possibility of a more active 


stocks has affected the bond market ad- 
versely. The dealings in obligations of this 
class have been large, and, as arule at ad- 
vancing prices. This would seem to indicate 
that, though the amount of money available 
for speculative and business purposes is 
being reduced, there are still large amounts 
in the hands of investors, who are steadily 
seeking for satisfactory securities. '

postponed by the action of the President in

year this amount is ed by $600,- 
000, which the Italian government, by the 
law of guarantees, enacted in 1871, bound 
itself towards the maintenance of the Pope. 
This has been going on for thirty years. 
But, contrary to general belief, the accumu- 
lations have not been increased by compound 
interest. For at the end of every five years 
the interest is prescribed, so that the Vatican 
could never at any time claim more than the 
accumulated interest of five years. 

The assertion that the Vatican has never 
touched a cent of this annuity awarded to 
it by the Italian government is not quite 
correct. For during the period that im- 
mediately followed the capture of Rome in 
1870 by the Italian troops, Cardinal Antonellj, 
then Papal Secretary of State, informed the 
financial delegates of the Italian government 
that he had issued drafts for the payment of 
the usual monthly outlay of the holy seat 
amounting to about $100,000, and asked if 
the Italian government intended to honor the 
draft. The Italian government’s reply was in 
the affirmative, and the sum was paid by the 
Ttalian treasury. 

When, however, it became known abroad 
that the papacy was accepting money from 
the Italian government and was thus sub- 
ordinating itself to the latter, the outcry 
raised was so great that the papacy was 
compelled to refuse any further payments 
from the ItaHMan government. 

I hear that Lord Kitchener is to receive 
the Order of St. Patrick, placed at the dis- 
posal of King Edward by the death of poor 
Lord Dufferin. If Lord Kitchener is not 
actually an Irishman, at any rate he was 
born in Ireland and has Irish blood in his 
veins. The order was instituted in the latter 
part of the eighteenth century by King 
George III. Its memberehip is restricted to 
twenty-two peers of the kingdom of Ire- 
land, the Viceroy being the Grand Master 
and the Earl of Cork the Senior Knight. 

The insignia comprises a silver star, on 
which is the cross of St. Patrick, “‘ eharged ”’ 
with a trefoil or shamrock. The gold col- 
lar of the order is composed of roses and 
Irish harps, while the badge or jewel of the 
order is a gold wreath of shamrocks, with- 
in which is a circle of blue enamel, contain- 
ing the motto of the order in letters of gold, 

* Quis Separabit,’’ the whole encircling the 
cross of St. Patrick, surmounted by a green 
enameled shamrock. 

Both Lord Roberts and Lord Wolseley are 
Knights of St. Patrick, as is also Lord Dun- 
raven. The ribbon of the order is sky blue, 
and, while peers who have held the office 
of Viceroy of Ireland, and consequently of 
Grandmaster of the order, do not remain 
knights thereof on the conclusion of their 
term of office, they nevertheless retain the 
right of wearing the jewel of the order 
around their neck, dependent from a sky blue 
ribbon, on all official occasions, among the 
number enjoying this distinction being the 
Earls of Spencer and of Crewe, who, being 
neither of them Irishmen, cannot aspire to 
be regular Knights of the Garter, and yet 
who have held office as Viceroy of Ireland. 

There is an altogether new departure in con- 
nection with the Carlist movement in Spain, 

which I commend to the attention of my 
readers. Don Jaime, who has now almost 
completely recovered from his serious ill- 
ness, has virtually accepted the leadership 
of the militant element of the Carlist party, 
the most active agent of which is General 
Count Moore. The followers of the Count 
style themselves young Carlists - or 
‘* Jaimists.”’ While Don Carlos himself, his 
chief Heutenants, and the veterans of the 
Carlist cause, not only repudiate any con- 
nection with the movement, but denounce 
all those connected therewith, there is every 
reason to believe that Don Jaime isin reality 
acting in accordance with an understanding 
with his father, who would be the first to 
derive any benefit from the success of a 
Carlist movement, since it would have the 
effect of placing him upon the throne. 

Don Carlos himself finds it difficult to move 
in the matter. For he has already ‘been 
warned that in the event of his associating 
himself with any armed movement against 
the present Spanish government he would 
be expelled from Italy, and from Austria, 
where he has his winter and summer homes 
respectively, and inasmuch as he is already 
barred from France, in deference to a re- 
quest on the part of the Spanish government, 
and has for many years been boycotted by 
the Court of St. James, it is difficult to see 
where he would find a congenial home. 

There is a still more important reason. 
Everybody knows that Don Jaime is not 
only far from rich, but even in somewhat 
straitened circumstances. Consequently, no 
one expects him to contribute financially to 
the Carlist movement. On the other hand, 
his father, Don Carlos, is known to be colos- 
sally wealthy, and the fact of his refraining 
from contributing largely to the expenses 
of the movement and pecuniary assistance 
to those taking part therein would arouse so 
much pitterness against him as to impair 
the prospects of success of the enterprise. 
That is\why Don Jaime, rather than Don 
Carlos, is assuming the lead in the Carlist 
revival in Spain, which, if successful, will 
have the effect of placing, not Don Jaime, 
but his father, Don Carlos, upon the throne 
of Spain.

spring, and no one need be surprised if the 
attainment of the majority of young King 
Alfonso the month after next is signalized 
by the outbreak of another civil war in the 
peninsula. | 

Don Jaime, as every one knows, is unmar- 
ried, and greatly distinguished himself as a 
Russian cavalry and staff officer in the cam- 
paign in China. He was brought up in Eng- 
land at the great Jesuit College of Stony- 
hurst, and is an adept at cricket, football, 
polo, and hunting.

The people of Galveston 
recently applied to the Leg- 
islature, asking that the city 
should be relieved of all 
taxes for a term of years, the tax to be col- 
lected and used as a fund for the construc- 
tion of a sea wall which might protect them 
from a repetition of the calamity of 1900. 
The Legislature having refused to extend 
this relief, and the city, with no security to 
offer, being unable to borrow money from 
gutside creditors, the people determined to 
help themselves. They have authorized the 
dgsue of $1,500,000 4 per cent bonds, to be 
Ken by themselves. Seven leading citizens 
Leneé came forward and took $50,000 each 
“the bonds. In a few days more, ending 
on the 2ist of last month, the subscriptions 
had reached $819,400, or more than half the 
required sum. From the beginning the Leg- 
islature has refused to help Galveston in any 
way and has hardly recognized the fact there 
was a disaster there. In spite of this, Gal- 
yeston has rapidly recovered from the blow. 
Ite people, if they cannot get assistance in 
protecting themselves from the sea, will 
dé the work'themselves. The whole country 
will applaud their courage.

A DEMORALIZING LAW. 
The winter issue of Municipal Affairs has 
a symposium on “ Sunday Opening of Sa- 
loons ” which fully deserves the red ink 
headline by which the reader’s attention 
is called to it. The question discussed is a 
practical one; as Mr. Jerome says, deadly 
practical. What shall be done with the 
Raines law, passed by the Legislature of 
the State of New York and operating to the 
evident disadvantage of the City of New 
»Xork? For there is little doubt that it is 
£06 operating. Five out of the six men who 
discuss it admit that. It has proved to be 
unenforceable, thereby encouraging disre- 
spect for law in general; and, since it ac- 
cords special privileges to “ hotels,” it has 
enormously increased the number of dis- 
orderly houses. The situation, therefore, 
is this: New-York has Sunday closing 
law, which, whether it is enforced or not, 
has exceedingly serious consequences. 
The remedies proposed are of various 
kinds. Mr. Agar thinks if restaurants had 
the same privilege with hotels people would 
go to them instead of to the hotels, and the 
incentive toward keeping disorderly houses 
would disappear. Lyman Abbott thinks 
that the City of New York ought to be al- 
lowed to settle the difficulty for itself with- 
out interference from Albany. Mr. Clem- 
ent, who has some connection with the 
office of the State Commissioner of Excise, 
an office which, though it is empowered to 
enforce the Sunday closing regulations, has 
never made any attempt to do so, calls 
aloud for enforcement, invokes the “ man- 
hood and virtue” of New York, makes a 
plea for workingmen’s wives and children, 
expresses his conviction that officials should 
be honest, and ends up with “ yea, please 
God, we have had enough of shifty and 
colorless policy of government, that fouled 
mest of state wherein, among its iniquitous 
brood of lesser crimes, even hated and ab- 
horrent anarchy is hatched.” In contrast 
with this tearful twaddle, which sounds as 
if it had come after the tenth or twelfth 
stein, is the article by William Travers 
Jerome. 
Mr. Jerome asks frankly for Sunday 
opening by statute. He says that every 
Sunday 7,000 saloons are open in defiance 
- @f the law. He says that every year be- 
tween’ $700,000 and $800,000 is paid by 
these saloons to the police force in order to 
secure protection. He says that of the 
2167 “hotels” in the City of New York 
S) per cent are nothing but houses of assig- 
mation, and that of this 80 per cent a large 
proportion was brought into being by the 
Raites law. He says—and this is perhaps 
the most interesting thing in his article— 
that when Mr. Roosevelt set out to enforce 
the Sunday closing law the saloons were 
Paying the police $5 for the privilege of 
staying open, and that “ I am satisfied, after 
careful investigation, the only result of our 
Joint effort was that during Mr. Roosevelt’s 
© administration the ‘liquor dealers paid for 
gelling. on Sunday $10 a month instead 
of $5.” bee 
_ Buch is the saloon and police aspect of the 


tration aspect of it? Simply this: If Mr. 
Low and his friends enforce the law they 
will be turned out of office in 1903. Mr. 
Roosevelt by his attempted enforcement 
“succeeded gloriously in turning out the 
Strong administration at the end of its 
term.” The same glorious success awaits 
any one who will attempt enforcement now. 
But can a reform administration refuse to 
enforce a law? Not well. How can. a 
Mayor swear to uphold the laws of the 
State and then connive at a weekly viola- 
tion of them? Of course one may talk about 


enforcement,” as Mr. Jerome says, “ is rot.” 
Liberal enforcement is non-enforcement. 

The only escape from the difficulty, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jerome, is the repeal of the 
Raines law and by the enactment of an- 
other law which will take into consideration 
the state of public opinion in New York. 
Mr. Jerome’s conclusion is that “if the 
saloons were lawfully allowed to open be- 
tween 1 o'clock on Sunday afternoon and 
11 o’clock on Sunday night, not every sa- 
loon would keep closed during the prohib- 
ited hours, but when the District Attorney 
and the police force prosecuted them, they 
could rely upon public opinion to support 
them.” This seems like sound doctrine. 
Men like Mr. Jerome are in a position to 
know just how much Sunday closing New 
York will stand. 


THE PRINCE IN CHICAGO. 

Prince Henry of Prussia is to become the 
guest of the city today. He will receive its 
sincere as well as its ceremonious hospital- 
ity in most generous measure. He is the 
representative of a great nation, as well as 
of a royal house, and in both capacities will 
be most cordially received. 
- A semi-inspired article in the Cologne 
Gazette preluded the coming of Prince 
Henry with the assurance that the German 
Emperor had no political purpose in view 
in this visit. His earnest desire was that 
“two racially related nations, with mani- 
fold cordial points of attachment, should 
be drawn nearer together in mutual confi- 
dence and respect.” This is a sentiment 
to which Americans can give a mdst cordial 
response, and with an added satisfaction 
because the commercial and industrial com- 
petition between thetwo nations has created 
a litfle bitterness of feeling occasionally. 
The two nations, however, have come to a 
better understanding. Many misunder- 
standings have been cleared up and er- 
roneous impressions dissipated. The time 
is opportune for the Prince’s visit, and he 
will be most cordially welcomed as a messen- 
ger bearing the personal assurances of 
friendliness from the Emperor, and as the 


‘ representative of a great nation with which 


it is most desirable the United States should 
be on the best of terms. 

A hearty welcome to the Prince is due 
also to the German-American citizens. 
During the last eighty years over 5,000,000 
of German men and women have come here 
from the fatherland, bringing with them all 
the qualities of good citizenship. They 
have settled down all over the great West 
and have helped develop its industry. They 
are a most important factor in the commer- 
cial interests of Chicago and other West- 
ern cities. While stanch and loyal citizens, 
it is but natural that they should still retain 
their love for and pride in their native land. 
in one sense, therefore, the welcome to the 
Prince is a recognition of what Germany 
has contributed to American citizenship 
and of what Germany has done in this way 
towards the national development and 
prosperity. 
Chicago will also welcome Prince Henry 
on his own account. During his visit, 
although pursued with receptions and ex- 
pected at banquets at all hours of the day 
and night, given hardly time to rest or sleep, 
rushed from one city to another, enjoying his 
gemuetlichkeit with German vereins and 
singing societies, entertained by the Presi- 
dent, by Cabinet officers, by Mayors and 
opera managers, he has on every occasion 
spoken the right word and done the right 
thing. 

Chicago has a hearty welcome prepared 
for its coming guest, and only regrets that 
it has so little time in which to show its 
hospitable feelings. 


THE IMPORTATION OF &TEEL. 

The interesting feature of the industrial 
situation in this country still is the. insa- 
tiate demand for steel. This demand is so 
great that for the time being it has reversed 
the course of trade. The United States is 
ceasing to seid that metal to Europe, and 
is importing it from there. These importa- 
tions are taking place in spite of the high 
duty. There is no other way for many of 
the independent finishing mills to get the 
steel they need. They are put at an evident 
disadvantage. Their steel costs them more 
than does that used by the mills of the 
subsidiary companies of the United States 
Steel corporation. Hence if these inde- 
pendent companies ask the same price for 


itors ask they will make little or no profit. 
Their ability to compete with their rivals 
is lessened, and at this moment these inde- 
pendent companies, which cannot get at 
home the steel they need, must eye with 
some disfavor the tariff on that metal. It 
adds to the revenues of the government, 
but it takes from their profits. 

This situation will not last indefinitely. 
At present continental Europe is suffering 
from acute industrial depression, which is 
all the more noticeable when contrasted 
with the prosperity prevailing here. A Lon‘ 
don dispatch says that the economic condi- 
tion of Europe is really alarming, and that 
the riots in Turin, which, it is said, were 
the premature outbreak of a Socialist con- 
spiracy covering all Italy, simply goto show 
that the suffering from industrial depres- 
sion in southern Europeis even greater than 
the suffering in Germany, though not so 
noticeable. This visitation of hard times 
will come to an end, as similar visitations 
have come to an endin Europe and America 
before this. A wave of prosperity will 
sweep over Europe, and the prosperity this 
country is now enjoying will not endure 
forever. A reaction willcome. The abnor- 
mally active home demand for iron and 
steel will slacken and steel imports will 
cease. Then the steel manufacturers will 
haye surplus stocks which they will seek 
to dispose of abroad. ._They will take more 
interest in foreign markets than they do at 
this moment. 

The danger is that a failure to perceive 
that the inability of the home manufactur- 
ers to meet the home demand is only tempo- 
rary may result in the erection of too 
many new plants. If ‘this should hap- 
pen these new concerns will suffer when 
the domestic demand falls short of the do- 

mestic supply. Not having the capita) of 
the United States Steel corporation, nor its 
standing in foreign markets, they will be 
likely to find themselves in a disagreeable 
situation.

$NLARGING A PUBLIC GRANT. 

When a certain car line in New York 
} was being equipped three or four years agu 
for the underground trolley, a system of 
ducts for wires unconnected with the opera- 
tion of the line was quietly included in the 
construction—presumably with a view to 
future rental. This overstepping, however, 
of rights intended to be conferred by a grant 
es a mild instance compared to what has 
since taken place in this city. 

In February, 1899, the City Council 
granted the Illinois Telephone and Tele- 
graph company a thirty-year privilege “ to 
construct . « and operate in the streets 
. « « @ line, or lines, of conduits and 
wires, or other electrical conductors. . . 
for the transmission of sound, signals, and 
intelligence.” There is no suggestion in 
the ordinance, and, so far as appeared, 
“there was none in anybody’s mind at the 


system was either authorized or contem- 
plated. No novel construction in the streets 
was anticipated. 

It now appears, however, that, under this 
grant, there havé been constructed in the 
down-town district, about thirty feet below 
the surface, a series of subways fourteen 
feet high and twelve feet wide, with feed- 
ers of half these dimensions. The total 
length of these tunnels is between five and 
six miles. These underground ways are 
adapted, not merely to telephonic, but to 
other important uses, and were admittedly 
constructed with reference to such other 
uses. The owners also claim the right to 
transmit mails and newspapers through 
them, and announce their intention of ap- 
plying to the city for the right to transmit 
freight. Moreover, this extraordinary en- 
Jargement of the grant ‘has taken place 
under permits issued by Mr. McGann when 
Commissioner of Public Works, and contin- 
ued for a time by his successor. Theoret- 
ically, a subway system is something to be 
authorized by the City Council alone. Here 
is an elaborate subway ‘system, however, 
already built in the heart ofthe city with 
no specific Council authority. 

Alderman Minwegen’s action in securing 
the passage by the Council on Friday night 
of an order for a committee of inquiry was 
belated, but was otherwise appropriate. 
The Council ought, of course, to understand 
precisely what,this subway enterprise in- 
volves, what the actual rights of the com- 
pany are, and what its intentions are. It 
ought also to know whether the Depart- 
ment of Public Works has gone beyond its 
legitimate powers in authorizing the con- 
struction of the subways in question under 
a grant intended only to provide for a tele- 
phone system. Inquiry on these subjects 
is decidedly in order. 


EMANCIPATION OF THE PRESS. | 

The “Old Subscriber ” rises to complain. 
He says “the newspapers of this age ”— 
and he does not except THe TrinunE— 
“are losing their hold upon the public 
through their never-ending growling at men 
and things.” As the “Old Subscriber” 
recalls the papers of his youth, printed per- 
haps when Buchanan was President, he 
says mournfully, “it didn’t use to be so in 
the old days.” 
It is true that the newspapers of this age 
do grow! about “men and things.” There 
are today, as there were in the “ good old 
days,” men and things that need to be 
growled at. If the newspapers of this age 
were governed by the advice of the “ Young 
Subscriber,” who writes to them energet- 
ically and often, they would growl more 
than they do. 

If any one will take the trouble to examine 
the columns of the papers printed in “ the 
old days” he will discover in them much 
sharp criticism of men andthings. Hewill 
see quickly that it differs from the criticism 
to be found in the leading papers of this day 
in that it is intensely partisan and often 
extremely coarse. 

The editor of the paper of “Old Sub- 
scriber’s’’ boyhood growled savagely at the 
men and measures of the opposing party. 
The men and measures of his own party 
he seldom dared to criticise, even with 
gentleness. Unmeasured and often falsome 
praise was bestowed uponthem, Theeditor 
was with his party, right or wrong. 

There has been a gradual emancipation 
of the press from: party subserviency. It 
praises and condemns more discriminatingly 
than of old. It censures the bad men in its 
own party. It praises the good men in the 
other party. It no longer calls the men 
who run political machines “ statesmen,” 
but speaks of them as “ bosses.” 

The “ Old Subscriber ” does not think the 
papers which follow this policy have the in- 
fluence the papers of other days used to 
have. He is mistaken. They have more. 
These papers reach men of both parties, 
and their criticisms of “men and things ” 
command the attention and affect the judg- 
ment of men of both parties. 

Probably these observations will not con- 
vince the “Old Subscriber” that he is 
wrong. He belongs to a class of men who 
say with “sad sincerity ” of many things 
besides newspapers, “it didn’t use to be so 
in the old days.” For centuries the world 
has heard the old man growling that the 
public men, the writers, the actors, and 
singers, the fruit, the cookery, the manners 
of children, and the snow-storms of his 
youth far surpassed those of the degen- 
erate age he had lived into. Horace met 
such men in the streets of Rome. News- 
papers occasionally get letters from them 
nowadays.

A Swiss importer of American furniture ex- 
presses to the Consul his regret that a new 
commercial treaty between Switzerland and 
the United States has- not been- concluded. 
It is indeed regrettable. Such a treaty would 
inure to the benefit of a most important in- 
dustry. The Swiss government undoubtedly 
is ready to negotiate a commercial treaty. 
So is the Executive department of the Amer- 
ican government. But there is no reason to 
believe that such a treaty, no matter how 


+ much it benefited American industries, would 


he ratified by the Senate. The Swiss, while 
ready to make concessions, would ask for 
concessions in return. It is not the custom 
of governments or of individuals, when they 
are bargaining, to give something for noth- 
ing. If the treaty should provide for the 
lowering of the duty on any article of Swiss 
manufacture made also in this country the 
American manufacturers, no matter how 
insignificant their industry might be, or how 
small the decrease in the duty, would find 
Senators to espouse their cause and prevent 
the ratification of the treaty. The power 
for obstruction possessed by a few small in- 
terests is indeed amazing. The injury in- 
flicted on American trade abroad by the ex- 
ercise of this power makes an alarming show- 
ing when it is set down in dollars and cents. 
The worst of the business is that there is no 
telling when this obstructive policy which 
keeps American farmers and manufacturers 
out of so many profitable markets is to come 
to an end.
